If you were searching for a trade to match 
the character of the immensely powerful, com- 
petitive David Ratcliffe, you'd probably settle 
for “‘stee! fixer,” a man who puts reinforced 
steef in concrete. And he is just that. It'd be 
difficult to visualise him working iri a butter 
factory, painting toys for a puppet show or 
other “‘soft’’ jobs. David is a hard man at work 
and at play. 

I’ve seen all the good to excellent central defenders 
in Australia for some 30 years — and rate Ratcliffe as 
among the best, with the Joe Marstons, Alan Mar- 
nochs and Peter Wilsons. Indeed, it’s hard to imagine 
today’s St. George defence without this iron man who 
works with steel and appears to have concrete in his 
broad, athletic shoulders. 

When Frank Arok selected his team against Eng- 
land, his masterstroke was using Ratcliffe as stopper 
and. Charlie Yankos as sweeper. This tandem was 
largely instrumenal in holding the English at bay, 
limiting them to two goals in three games — one of 
which was a huge refereeing error. Ratcliffe, facing 
the elusive, classy Trevor Francis, became one of the 
heroes of the series — and the villain in the embitte- 
red, disappointed English Press. In fact, you'd say he 
reached his peak. 

“No I haven’t,” he says with a sad smile. “I don’t 
think I'll figure in Les Scheinflug’s plans for the 
future. For some reason he doesn’t like me, maybe 
because of my two bad games against New Zealand 
earlier. I’d say he'll pick Steve Blair for one spot, 
probably mine. That’s why I haven’t even bothered to 
get naturalised yet. I’d love to play for Australia in 
the World Cup but I don’t think I will. Coaches are like 
that, you know.” 

1 know. So are journalists, players and fans, every- 
body involved in the game. One hundred people with 
100 different opinions. And Ratcliffe is mature enough 
to accept this. 

David, of course, is English, coming from a small 
township near Bradford, a few miles from Leeds. His 
parents still live there and so does a brother. They are 
all in the butchery business If David had strayed into 
it, too, 1 could see him felling an oxe with a single 
blow to the temple

He joined Bradford at the age of 16, in 1973, and 
played there until the end of the 77-78 season when he 
accepted an offer from Brisbane City. The inter- 
mediary was former Australian national coach Brian 
Green. So David and his bride of three weeks, Andrea, 
packed their bags and flew into the great unknown. 


“Actually, I loved Brisbane — even bought a house 
there,”” he says, cautiously eating his calamari in the 
restaurant. ‘We had a very competitive team, some 
good results — and I was king of the castle. Every 
time you walked on the street half a dozen people 
greeted you and stopped for a chat. In Sydney nobody 
knows you and nobody notices you. It’s a different 
kind of place. But I don’t regret joining St. George 
early last year — it’s a superb club. 


“T realised that Sydney and Melbourne are the two 
main centres of soccer here and if you want to get 
anywhere, you'd be better off playing there. At first I 
said ‘no’ to the Saints’ offer but then changed my mind 
when Brisbane City was keen to sell me and Wilkie 
(Paul Wilkinson) in a package deal. They needed the 
money to pay for their grandstand. 


“I'm not better off financially in Sydney than I was 
in Brisbane — but there are compensations. I made 
the national team and I can play and train under 
Frank Arok, easily the most remarkable man in the 
business 


“You say I’m hard? Well, what about Arok? He’s 
tough, demanding and ruthless — but brilliant. And so 
competitive; winning is everything to him. Just like 
me We're pretty similar in nature, actually, that’s 
why we had a few clashes. If I have something wor- 
rying me or want to make a suggestion, I'll say it to 
Frank, in front of the other players. Isn’t it better 
than running to the boss with tales about the other 
players behind their backs?” 


Ratcliffe, oozing confidence and power on the field, 
easily given to self-doubts about his own ability. 
somewhat surprising for such a bright, tough ex- 
trovert. He doesn’t feel, for instance, that he would 
have made the English First Division had he stayed 
there (‘‘there are literally thousands of good players 
fighting te get in’’). 

He also slams himself for his lack of basic, natural

Ratcliffe almost had to fight his whole family to 
become a soccer player. His father wanted him to 
stick to Rugby League. And he couldn't have been bad 
at it for at 15 he played for England — against Austra- 
lia, too — in a schoolboy international. But all this 
time he kept playing soccer — and eventually dropped 
all other sports to swear allegiance to the round ball. 


‘Mainly because in England it’s THE sport; all you 
hear and read is soccer. They’re mad about it. Mind 
you, I don’t think England will ever do very well again 
at international level — there is not enough skill. 


“English soccer is blood and thunder; fans want to 
see the ball played from one end of the field to the 
other as quickly as possible. It’s stamina and courage 
and commitment, and all that. I guess the island men- 
tality, the martial past of the country, has something 
to do with it. They fight the matches, not play them. 
The grounds also have a lot to do with it: you don’t 
worry too much about skills when for months on end 
you play ankle-deep in mud and slush. 


“I've seen hundreds of brilliant young kids being 
sent packing at club trials — because they couldn't 
have stood up to the rigors of the game. Skilful, talent- 
ed but small or slim kids, who have all disappeared.

These are the latest rumors concercing the coaching merry-go- 
round. And at least one NSL player will be looking for a new club 


next year — Heidelberg's Juan Toro. The little midfielder has 


been used by warring minority factions at the club in a battle with 
no winners, just one loser — Toro. We can’t elaborate other than 
to say we have been told that Toro definitely won't be with Heidel- 


berg next year. 


We understand that Sydney Croatia committeeman Tony Basic 
is an ardent Abonyi fan and is lobbying to get the Canberra 
Arrows coach to Sydney for next season. And although Melbourne 
Croatia president Joe Sigur is adamant that no ‘approach has been 
made to Kuze, the current Sydney Croatia coach, we have been 
told that a deal between Kuze and Melbourne Croatia is close to 


competition. 


‘What absolute rubbish. You've got to be joking,’’ said Sigur. 


“‘No approach has been to Kuze by us. I’m the boss and if I don’t

Switch in World Cup format

It’s a good start — but

Playing standards, club 
managements, refereering 
and ground facilities all 
must be improved, other- 
wise we'll have two struggly 
leagues instead of one. 
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Talking of referees: 
even though this would 
add to the cost of the 
NSL, I think it’s time we 
returned to having neu- 
tral referees. 


Far too many local refer- 
ees are thinly disguised fans 
of the home team. Far too 
many of the decisions, seen 
on TV week after week, are 
simply diabolical. 

Sydney coaches, for exam- 
ple, have the shakes for days 
before they go to play in 
Canberra. Some claim that 
you have to be four goals 
better there to win by the 
odd goals. 

It's simply not credible 
that local referees can stay

You 
have to guide the public to 
the market, not confuse it 
with contradictory signs.

Tommy Docher- 
ty’s departure from 
Sydney Olympic was 
inevitable, as he had 
made several bitter 
comments about the 
Greek community 
and the club’s sup- 
porters. 

Manfred Schaefer has 
taken over as coach, and it 
didn’t take us long to find out 
just how hard a man he is. 

He’s a tough disciplinarian 
and, as he told us at his first 
meeting with the players, he 
expects 120 per cent effort 
from everyone. 

Our decline this season, 
from my point of view, was 
due to two major factors. 

First, consider that the fol- 
lowing was the squad that had 
us on top of the NSL ladder for 


10 weeks last year, and also 
played a 3-3 draw with Hun-

Meier, Rogers, Rowden, 
Ziras, Scott, Raskopoulos, 


Katholos, Redfern, Koussas,

Only four of those players 
were in this year’s first team 
up to two weeks ago. 

Rowden, Scott, Koussas, K. 
Wilson, Redfern and Gavin 
were discarded by the club 
either permanently or, in the 
case of Koussas, temporarily, 
while Ziras, and raskopoulos 
missed most of the year due to 
injury. 

Many players were brought 
to the club this year, but if you 
change so many in one year, 
there’s not much left to anchor 
onto. It takes time to settle 
down again. 





An even more. “important 
consideration is that we lacked 
correct training. 

To be able to play to your 
full potential, you must have 
stamina, speed and strength. 

No matter how much skill 
and natural ability you may 
have, your game will suffer 
unless your physical condition 
is at a peak. 

Looking back at our prepa- 
ration for last years Merlion 
Cup in Singapore, Raskopou- 
los, Tony Henderson and I 
trained three times a day, 
seven days a week, to get our- 
selves into shape. 

Believe me, I had never felt 
fitter mentally nor physically, 
and results in the tournament 
proved it, because we al] man- 
aged a few memorable per- 
formances. 

When you know what it’s 
like to be 100 per cent fit, you 
also know when you are not fit, 
and after talking to some other 
players at Olympic, they 
strongly agree with me. 

When Schaefer took over, he 
hit us hard even at the first 
training sessions. 

When some players com- 
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plained that it was hard, he 
said: ‘‘You're joking, aren’t 
you?" ‘ 

“Another yelled: 
harder than pre-season train- 
ing,’’ which prompted some- 
one to reply: ‘‘What pre- 
season training?” 

Remarkably, Schaefer was 
going through it all at the 
Same pace as we were, yet 
he’s over 40 and he hasn’t 
played regularly for about 
eight years! 

No wonder he was called the 
iron man! 

And he wasn’t even breath- 
ing hard. 

“This is nothing,” he said. 
“This is about 60 per cent of 
what we should be doing.” 

It just shows you how im- 
portant fitness is to him. 

Our defenders had better 
watch it. He's liable to make a 
comeback.

Munro and his wife Stayed 
up till midnight on New Year’s 
Eve, 1967, awaiting their first 
footer, a well established Scot- 
tish custom, whereby usual- 
ly a close friend is the first vis- 
itor in your home to celebrate 
the start of a new year. 

“Stuart Fraser, a team 
mate of mine from Dundee 
United, lived in Aberdeen at 
the time and he came to see us 
just after midnight. I went to 
bed about 12.10am and the next 
morning I arrived at our 
ground at about 9.40am which 
meant that I was 10 minutes 
late. Eddie Turnbull, the Aber- 
deen manager, thought that | 
had been up drinking all night 
and he put me on the bench. 

“The next day Turnbull 
called me into his office and 
gave me two tickets, one for 
me and one for my wife, to go 
to Wolverhampton. I was ama- 
zed. I couldn't believe it.” 

Wolves bought Munro for 
$160,000. From getting $56 a 
week with Aberdeen, he 
jumped to $140 a week with 
Wolves. He was a permanent 
fixture in the first team for 10 
seasons, playing under three 
managers — Ron Allen, Bill 
McGarry and Chung. His first 
five seasons were spent in 
midfield even though he 
always fancied himself as a 


central defender. His chance 
came during a match against 
Nottingham Forest when the 
usual stepper was injured. 
Munro went into defence and 
became a regular there. | 

“It can be a cut-throat busi- 
ness in professional football 
but I never was under threat 
as a player. 1 always got my 
game. Even if I only was about 
20 percent fit! 

“I can remember me and 
Mike Bailey not being fit 
enough to play against Leeds 
in semi-final of the 1973 F.A 
Cup. McGarry was the man- 
ager at the time and he wanted 
both of us to play. I said 
there’s no way the two of us 
could play but he could take a 
chance with one and put the 
other one on the bench. I 
played and Mike (Bailey) was 
on the bench. Leeds ham- 
mered us but only won 1-0. To 
this day, McGarry thinks that 
if we both had played then 
Wolves would have won. No 
way!" 

The high in Munro's stay 
with Wolves came in 1977 when 
the club won the Second Divi- 
sion championship. The lows 
were when Munro played with 
Scotland. 

“Playing for Scotland was 
an absolute joke. It was so un- 
professional. The training was 
terrible and so were the team 
talks.” 





Munro's last appearances 
with Scotland were in 1975 
against Sweden, Wales, North- 
ern Ireland, England and 
Rumania. The England game 
was a nightmare for the Scots. 
They were thrashed 5-1 at 
Wembley 

“Jy felt really confident 
before the England game but 
when we reached the end of 
the race and the Wembley roar 
greeted us before the match, I 
looked at the faces of some of 
the Scottish players and they 
were white with fear. It was 
amazing. I never got fright- 
ened about playing at Wem- 
bley. I'd been told as a young- 
ster that if you can’t play at 
Wembley then you can't play 
anywhere. I played at Wembl- 
ey three times and on every 
occasion I just went out to 
enjoy myself and did.” 

Munro joined Glasgow 
Celtic in 1978 for six months. 
He stayed in a Glasgow hotel 
all the time while his family 
stayed in their Wolverhampton 
home. Munro was negotiating 
with Stoke City and Watsall 
when South Melbourne Hellas 
coach Dave Maclaren phoned 
him from Australia and Munro 
came here in 1979, initially for 
an eight week stink but after 


playing two games, signed a 
one year contract. 
Stints with Juventus and 





Albion Rovers preceeded his 
move to the Fourth Division of 
the Metropolitan League, to 
join Hamlyn Rangers this 
year, and last Saturday, 
against Keysborough at 
Keysborough, his playing days 
ended. 


Munro was player-coach at 
Albion for two seasons, guid- 
ing the club to promotion to 
State League in 1981, his first 
year in charge. He's confident 
m his ability to coach well. Of 
Australian coaches in general 
he says: 


‘“*A lot of them are overpaid. 


You hear talk about players 
being overpaid but rarely hear 
anything about overpaid 
coaches. We always import 
players to this country. It’s 
about time that we started to 
import more coaches.”’ 


Hamlyn Rangers are moun- 
ting a strong bid for inclusion 
in State League next year. The 
Geelong-based club is ex- 
tremely confident about its 
chances. If such optimism 
proves well-founded, we may 
see Munro coaching the club. 
Who knows? 


Anyway, such thoughts are 
far from his mind right now.

Gollins hits out at 
coaching switches 


Marconi coach Doug 
Collins has fired a broad- 
side at the lack of stability 
in club coaching in Austra- 
lia. 

Collins launched his bitter 
attack on the eve of the depar- 
ture for England of former 
Sydney Olympic coach Tommy 
Docherty, who parted with 
Olympic after a running battle 
with supporters. 


“Coaches here are on a 
roundabout, flitting from one 
club to another and many 
rarely stay more than one year 
with the one team,’’ said 
Collins. 


“In England, a coach is re- 
tained if his team performs 
satisfactorily or makes some 
progress and only clubs which 
fail look for a new coach. 


“But in Australia, a coach 
has to wait until the end of the 
season when a committee gets 
together to discuss the next 
year to find out whether he’s 
still required when he should 
be making plans about new 
players and thinking ahead. 


“If you don’t have stability 
at coaching level, there won't 
be stability at playing level. 
Stable clubs in the National 
League stand out like a sore 
thumb and while club 
members are allowed to in- 
fluence the committee there 
will always be an unstable ele- 
ment.” 


Collins said the game was 
making progress, despite 
claims to the contrary, and the 
growing number of talented 
youngsters in first grade 
teams was visible evidence. 


“There are six players 
under 2] in the Marconi team 
and nearly every other club 
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Doug Collins 
has young players coming 


through the ranks which is 
good for the game,” he said. 


“But developing nations 
need quality coaches to im- 
prove their standard and the 
good coaches will not remain 
long on the Australian club 
merry-go-round. 


‘Players can only learn 
‘from people who are better 
than them, and when we get 
these top level coaches they 
should also be used to teach 
Australian coaches.” 


Collins played nine seasons 
in the English League, coach- 
ed an English first division 
club and managed a fourth 
division club. 

He introduced youth players 
into the Marconi team and 
four of his. current squad were 
in the Australian team which 
contested the World Youth 
Championship finals in Mexico 
in June:

Compare their input to the 
game in Australia and the 
remuneration received to that 
of the so called sweat mer- 
chants who fly in and out of the 
country at will and the overall

It was 20 years 
ago that Lev Yashin 
kept goal for the 
Rest of the World 
against England at 
Wembley, and 13 
years ago that he 
played in Australia, 
during a tour with 
Dynamo Moscow in 
1970. 


Remember that tour? It 
Started with a 3-3 draw with 
NSW after which Yashin, 
then 41, hailed NSW players 
Max Tolson, Adrian Alston 
and Don Sandell as being “of 
European standard.“ 

In Melbourne, Victorian 
State player Jimmy Smart 
had the distinction of scor- 
ing against the great Ya- 
shin, for a half-time score- 
line of 1-1. 

But then Dynamo brought on 
its big guns, resulting in a 7-1 
victory. Moscow’s scorers that 
day were Chislenko 2, Senin 2, 
Avruski, Larin and Eshtrekov. 

Victoria did better the fol- 
lowing year, when it held 
Dynamo to a scoreless draw in 
another tour by the Soviet 

Yashin, undoubtedly was the 
major drawcard of those early 
tours, and his life today is still 
in football 

NICHOLAS LOUIS recently 
interviewed Yashin for 
“World Soccer’’ magazine. 

Louis met Yashin in his 
first-floor office in the USSR 
Sports Committee building — 
just opposite Moscow’s central 
Lenin stadium 

Today Lev Ivanovich heads 
the soccer section of the 
Sports Committee which 
supervised domestic sporting 
events and organises Soviet 
teams’ trips abroad 

At 53 Yashin looks very fit 
for his age. The greying side- 
burns and lines on his forehead 
tell their own story — that of 
the life of the longest-playing 
goalkeeper in Soviet soccer 
history. It has been said that 
he was the best goalkeeper of 
all time. 

As seen by Yashin, goalkee- 
per is and always has been the 
most important and deman- 
ding position on the team. 

He says “I am not saying 
this because I was a goalkee- 
per, but because just one or 
two mistakes on the part of the 
keeper in an important match 
can write off months and pos- 
sibly years of training of the 
whole team_ A poor perform- 
ance by the keeper should not 
be taken as a reflection on the 
team as a whole. 

“A goalkeeper must not only 
try as hard as any other play- 
er, but he also must help his 
team out in a tight spot. Da- 
sayey, for instance, played 
well in Spain, but his perform- 
ances cannot be called bril- 
liant. He could have saved our 
team from defeat in the match 
with Brazil, where two goals 
were scored from outside the 
penalty area,

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can be saved: every situation 
is different. What a goalkeeper 
must do is concentrate 
throughout the 90 minutes of 
the game. The strain of the 
match is not so much physical 
as psychological. 

“The comparatively low 
level of physical stress allows 
goalkeepers to continue play- 
ing for a long time. Take Dino 
Zoff who has only just retired 
at 41. One cannot specify the 
age until which a goalkeeper 
may Stay on, it depends entire- 
ly on the individual. 

“The general rule is, how- 
ever, that with time comes ex- 
perience. A midfield player 
may reach his peak by the 
time he is 24 or 25. A goalkee- 
per can tontinue improving 
into his late 20s or early 30s. 
The key factor is experience.”’ 

Yashin's career began in 
1948 while he was doing his 
military service. He was spot- 
ted during a match at Mos- 
cow's Dynamo stadium by 
Arkady Chernyshov who was 
the Dynamo youth team train- 
er. The following year Yashin 
was moved up into the main 
team as reserve goalkeeper to 
“Tiger’’ Alexei Khomich. 


After a particularly unsatis- 
fying season, Yashin tried his 
hand in ice-hockey — the 
winter substitute for soccer in 
the Soviet Union, In ice-hockey 
Yashin won his first medals 
and it was in the Dynamo 
hockey team that he captured 
his first USSR Cup. But in 1953 
a choice had to be made be- 
tween ice-hockey and football. 
Yashin chose the latter and 
from 1954 he was playing for 
the national team. 


By 1967 Yashin had won 78 
caps. In 1956 he played at the 
Melbourne Olympics in which 
his team took the gold medals. 
But his most memorable 
season was 1958 when he 
played in the World Cup in 
Sweden. 


He still remembers playing 
against an England team who 
included Billy Wright and the 
formidable centre-forward 
Derek Kevan. Another match 
Yashin remembers is the 
quarter-final against Brazil. 


He says: “‘With such stars 
as Nilton Santos, Didi and Gar- 
rincha they made up a very 
formidable side. Garrincha 
scored both goals (Brazil won 
2-0), but were we to have to 
play the same game again, I 
would not have chosen a differ- 
ent set of defenders — Kriz- 
hersky, Kesarev and Kuznet- 
sov. That was also the first 
international game in the 
career of 17-year-old Pele, but 
our defence did well in keeping 
him at bay.” 


In 1963 Yashin was named 
best European Footballer of 
the Year, the only occasion on 
which the trophy was awarded 
to a goalkeeper. 


The highlight of Yashin’s 
career Came when he was se- 
lected to play for the FIFA 
World team at Wembley. Al- 
though the game was lost 2-1, 
for Yashin recalls that despite 
language barriers, all the 
world players understood one 
another perfectly. 


““When bringing the ball into 
play I never once had to search 
around for an opening: some- 
one was always ready and in 
position. Nobody needed any 
prompting — every player 
knew his exact place on the 
pitch. I was sorry when half- 
time came, because as 18 
players were selected for the

goal was over. 


“In my early days, English 
soccer was the kind one admit- 


“The individual perform- 
ance of English players was 
always of an extremely high 
standard. Greaves and Bobby 
Charlton are just two of the 
players with whom I associate 
the old ‘romantic’ football. 
The game today is much 
tougher, more athletic, more 
brutal. The speed of thought 

demanded of an attacker has 
risen tremendously. Never- 
theless, the football of the 
1950s and 1960s although slow- 
er, was much more spectacu- 
lar; possibly that is why it 
remains more dear to me and 
to the spectators. It was* 
indeed a wonderful time.”

Dunedin-exiled Arthur Cherrie, a key 
member of the successful Doveton 
sides of 1980 and 1981, has revealed he 
would love to play Victoria State League 
soccer again if the opportunity arises. 

Cherrie, a claims officer for the Com- 
mercial Union Insurance Company, moved to 
Otago last year on a job transfer and was im- 
mediately snapped up by Rothmans’ New Zea- 
land National League club Dunedin City. 

He made seven appearances for 3rd- placed 
City at the tail end of the 1982 campaign; 
during which his contre! and distribution in 
midfield marked him as a player of real class 

Unfortunately, 1983 has proved a severe dis- 
appointment. Transferred to Dunedin Techni- 
cal, which has spent the entire season at the 
bottom of the Rothmans’ League, 
dogged Cherrie has been restricted to a hand-

Little wonder then that the time at Doveton 
is recalled with affection, particularly his 
taste of Victorian State League football, 
which he considers to be of a higher overall 
standard than New Zealand’s gemeenier com- 
petition.
